The genial character 
of the man, his exceeding popularity, and his 
well-known habit of taking the world easy, 
all combined to make the report appear to be 
unfounded to those who heard the news. On 
proceeding to his residence, however, at No, 
118 Ridley street, it was found to be true in 
every particular. 
From w hat could be gath­ 
ered from the sobbing story of his wife, mo­ 
m entarily 
interrupted 
by 
her agonizing 
rcrean s, it appears th at Mrs. Fritz, accom­ 
panied by a lady friend, had visited the 
walking match at the Pavilion, leaving h tr 
husband in bed reading some aportihg pa­ 
pers. 
On her return she was horrified to find 
liim ir.i-pended by a heavy dog chain and 
leather .-.trap from the bed-post. She cut him 
down as speedily as her fright would permit, 
and gave the alarm . 
Captain F ritz at that 
time, although unconscious, was still breath- 
iug. 
Medical aid was summpued, hot before 
the physician arrived he breathed his last. 
A n examination of the body showed that 
he had placed the chain about his neck, 
f ; tened the strap to the corner of the high 
bedstead, Bitting on a chair while he did so, 
and then kicked the chair from under him. 
On his right wrist was a pair o£ steel hand- 
c -.fr-, both fastened on that wrist, and about 
hÍ3 legs v,as a pair of leg-irons; a smaller 
nair of leg irons alsoheii g found in the bed. 
Mrs. F ritz stab s, in explanation of the pres­ 
ence of these m od remarkable appliances, 
th at Captain F ritz was in the habit of con­ 
fining himself in there irons to prevent him 
from going out, and frequently had told her 
th at if he did not so c o l lice himself he would 
be out all tha time, end never would be at 
home. 
F r the part two nights he had been 
out the entire n iih t attending the wake of a 
friend, and on leiurning home yesterday had 
fastened iiime--lf in this Grange m anner to 
keep himseif in the Lous?. 
Captain F ritz had Í01 many years, ar.d up 
to within the last two weeks, been Chairm an 
of the Democratic County Committee, and a 
le .der in the politics of the local Democracy. 
He was engaged in partnership with Sam uel 
Shear hi :: number of undertakings, among 
them ’ mi: the liquor saloon at the corner of 
Thi.-c and B ryant streets, also the Recreation 
ground,.

The Grape Worm—A Rival of the Cadlixg 
Moth—Get the Machinery Ready— 
Wheat and Barley Hay. 


The Sphinx gateUita ia the scientific name 
of one of the most destructive insects to the 
grape vines in this State. The larva is,when 
full grown, about two inches in length and 
full three-eighths of an inch thick, and is a 
very gross feeder. A small number cf them 
will strip the leaves from a grape vine in a 
few days, and to Ehow that, left to propagate 
undisturbed, they bscome very numerous, we 
will state that Mr. G. G. Briggs of Davis- 
ville estimated that last season they destroyed 
at the rate of two and a half tons of larv:e a 
day in his vineyard, and the war was con­ 
tinued upon them for two or three weeks 
during the months of July and August. Not­ 
withstanding this vigorous mode of destruc­ 
tio n the damage done to his grape crop was 
measured by thousands of dollars. One 
would suppose that after so many had been 
destroyed last season there would be but few 
feund in the same locality this season. But 
a letter received this week by Matthew 
Cooke Chief Horticultural Officer, from 
Mr L A. Gould, Mr. Briggs’ man­ 
ager, shows that there are a great many 
left ' We are permitted to copy the letter, 
and do so that our readers interested may get 
a better idea of their numbers and the means 
used by Mr. Briggs to destroy them. Mr. 
Gould says : “ We are finding a good many 
of the moths in the vineyards, thongh but 
few fully developed ones. Have been hatch­ 
ing now for nearly a month. The chrysalids 
that have been turned up by cultivators, and 
receiving the full force of the sun, we find on 
examination are cooked dead. Others that 
are imbeded iu the hard ground, unabled to 
extricate themselves, come to life if they 
have a chance. We have an idea that most 
of the moths after attaining perfection emi­ 
grate to some other locality. We arrive at 
this conclusion from the fact that seven- 
eighths of the moths we do find are young. 
As a matter of course we destroy all we see, 
though it is very unlikely we discover any 
large proportion of them. Have discovered 
no signs yet of any eggs being deposited on 
the leaves.” We will state that the above 
letter was written in answer to one 
from Mr. Cooke to Mr. Briggs calling 
his 
attention 
to 
the 
fact 
that 
some 
pupee 
that 
he 
gathered 
in 
last fall, and that ha had in a cage in his 
office, were hatching,'and that it was therefore 
time to be looking out for them. As we have 
already remarked, there is no greater menace 
to ¿rape culture in California, excepting the 
phylloxera, than these larvae of the sphinx 
satellite, and that vineyardiats may be fully 
informed of its appearance, and enabled to 
identify it, we give the following digest of an 
article in the American Entomologist: 
“ It 
occurs in almost evsry State in the Union. 
The larva; has five cream-colored Bpots on 
each side, and in the month of September (in 
this State in July and August) is_ full-grown. 
The eggs are glued firmly and singly to the 
leaves uf the plant. When just hatched, and 
for some time afterwards, the larvae is green, 
with a tinge of pink on the sides, and with au 
uncommonly long pink horn at the tail. This 
horn soon begins to shorten, and finally curls 
round like a dog’s tail. As the larvae grows 
older it changes to a reddish brown, and by 
the third month it entirely losc3 the caudal 
horn. When about to enter the chrysalis 
state it enters a short distance into the 
ground, and soon works off the larv:e skio, 
becoming a pupa of a dark brown color. 
The moth generally makes its appearance in 
the month of June—in this State in April or 
May—of the following year, though it has 
been known to issue in the same year, and in 
these instances it probably becomes barren, 
as in the case of other insects under similar 
circumstances. The color of the perfect insect 
is olive gray, variegated with dark olive 
green.” We would here state that several 
specimens of the above moth that are now to 
be seen at the office of Mr. Cooke on Front 
street in this city, while they show the exact 
form of marks above described, the marks are 
of a darker color than the above indicated. 
The dark marks are a dark maroon intead of 
an olive green. We will also state that we 
think Mr. Gould is mistaken in his sugges­ 
tion that the perfect insect migrates or 
leaves the vineyard. 
If he will look 
under 
the 
leaves in the shade of 
the vines he will find the 
missing 
moths resting quietly to gaining the neces­ 
sary maturity to commence the work uf re­ 
production, "the laying of eggs. This moth 
is not a good flyer, and is of a qniet disposi­ 
tion. It is not of the hawk-moth or hum­ 
ming-bird moth genus bo frequently seen 
buzzing about our flower gardens in the 
evening, and so frequently mistaken for 
humming birds. This humming-bird moth 
is from the large potato worm that we some­ 
times see on the potato vinep, and perhaps 
more frequently in this State on the tomato 
vines. 
Though not so active as the 
latter, it is more dangerous to the inter­ 
ests of agriculture in this State, as it broeds 
more numerously and attacks one of our most 
valued crops. The best time to destroy the 
insect is while in the form of the pupse or 
moth, as one moth if allowed to lay its eggs 
may produce hundreds and perhaps thou­ 
sands of larvm. Then the moth is more 
j-eadily seen on the vine3 than the larv;o, and 
comes at a season when the vine-growers aro 
not so busy. 
A New California Orchard Pest—A Rival 
of the Codling Moth. 
The law for the promotion and protection 
of the horticultural interests of this State, 
and the organization of active work against 
the insects injurious to fruit and fruit trees 
in this State, came not one day too soon. 
The time was when we boasted that our State 
was free of all insects and tree diseases, and 
that we had found the fruit-growers’ paradise 
on the shores of the Pacific. It now turns 
out that our exemption was only one enj -yed 
in common with all other new countries, and 
that the insects and diseases peculiar to or­ 
chards anil trees in older countries were ab­ 
sent only because their introduction among 
us was delayed by circumstances, and not 
because of any condition of climate or soil 
unfavorable to their existence and prosperity 
here. The facts are, as proven by later ex­ 
periences, that while we have found the 
fruit-gr iwers’ paradise, we do not and cannot 
enjoy full exemption from some of the draw­ 
backs found in other countries. Our climate, 
while it is most favorable to fruit cult­ 
ure, is in the same proporti n equally favor­ 
able to the flourishing of all the usual 
accompaniment of that branch of agricultural 
industries—the unfavorable as well as the 
favorable. Our fruit trees make unusual 
growth in our favorable climate and come 
into bearing earlier than in most any other 
country, and our fruit is among the best pro­ 
duced in the world, and it would be too much 
of a good thing if we had no fruit enemies to 
fight. We have plenty of them already, and 
we cannot tell how many more we shall find ; 
but there ia one thing certain, that iu order 
to enjoy and profit by our favorable condi­ 
tions as to fruit cuituc we must accept and 
combat the unfavorable c mditions; to enjoy 
exemptions from the ravages of insects we 
must, to the best of our ability, learn the 
natural history and habiw cf those insects, to 
enable ua the better to combat them. Up 
to the present season the chief and almost 
only known insect doing damage in oar apple 
and pear orchards has been the codling moth, 
but now we have a rival to this insect that 
bids fair to be it3 equal or suprior in ability 
to do damage. 
in the orchard of C. F. 
De Long, of Marin county, being the largest 
apple orchard in the State and in the United 
States, if cot in the world, containing 39,000 
trees, there has appeared a caterpillar for the 
last three or four years doing considerable 
damage by devouring the leaves in the spring. 
But as the damage war comparatively light 
but little attention has been given them, and 
they have gone on spreading and increasing 
till now, as Mr. DeLong expresses it in a 
Utter to Mr. Cooke, Horticultural Offirer, 
“ all of the apple trees are all covered with 
caterpillars, doing immense damage. That 
we have killed millions of them the pifct 
month does not convey any idea of the mat­ 
ter. We have in one blcck of trees some 
two thousand trees that are stripped entirely 
q( leaves and fruit, and they look just as they 
do in mid-winter.” In compliance with a re­ 
quest to do so, Mr. Cook has paid Mr. DeLong 
and his orchard a visit, and found the orchard 
as stated, completely covered with worms, 
and large number» cf men engaged in de­ 
stroying them. Except as to the two thou­ 
sand trees referred to, they hare been so far 


successful as to save the c r o p for this year, 
and have gained such a k n o w 
l e d g e of the 
worms and their habits as will enable them 
to control and destroy them much more 
effectually he; saf er, I rom samples oj. the 
caterpiller and its cocoons ard eggs wh.cn 
Mr. C o o k e obtained and has now a. his rffic., 
we are enabled to give ou-reaaers the foL ;w- 
ing description of the *. m e: Ikela.xueof 
this insect, when fud growD, is a caterpiller 
about two inches long and au eighth 
of an inch iu diameter. Its general color 
is of a reddish brown; is covered with short, 
fine hair; has a Hue of yellow dorsal spots, 
and on each fide has a double row o* broken, 
waving lines of the same color. 
Its 
h-ad is black and fuzzy. When young, 
a sudden jar, as by a blow upon the tree, 
causes the worm to let go and fall to the 
ground. When older, the-e are found col­ 
lected in clumps on the limbs, and may be 
killed with mops saturated vwfth strong soap 
suds, or may be rubbeiFoff, and when on the 
ground they seek the tree to again a-cend. 
Mr. DeLong follows the latter plan, and has 
found that bands of cloth, covered with hog’s 
lard, will completely check their ascent. As 
they collect in bunches around the stem of 
the tree they are killed. The moth has not 
yet made its appeaiance, and hence we can­ 
not describe it. It deposits its eggs in 
bunches or belts around the small twigs, and 
covers them with a gummy matter. These 
eggs hatch just as the trees are throwing out 
their first leaves in the spring. The cater- 
pillers make their cocoons, which are of a 
fine silky material and of pute white color, 
on the leavrs of the tree, and under scales, 
aud in crevices of the bark. So far as known 
they produce but one generation in the year. 
From the observations we have been able to 
make of this destructive orchard pest we are 
inclined to give it a place among the class of 
insects known as Ctisiocampa, and the larva 
is popularly known as the American tent 
caterpillar, from its habit of living iu colo­ 
nies aud protecting itself from the weather by­ 
building iu the crotches and forks of trees a 
web or silken tent, under which the colony 
gathers as protection from the rays of the 
sun in the day time, and of cold nights in 
freezing weather. In the northern Middle 
States some thirty years ago this insect was 
the most destructive orchard pest known. It 
may be most cheaply and easily destroyed by­ 
finding and destroy ing the eggs in the fall 
after the leaves have fallen, or in the spring 
before the leaves have come out. If any of 
the eggs are missed then, jarring the Email 
Ian ;e to the ground and trapping them as 
they attempt to a‘Coud the stem of the tree. 
The most expensive and least certain way of 
destroying them is when they have gained 
nearly full size to mop them down when they 
are in bunches or in their nests. There is a 
close relation to the Clisiocatspa, or C. Amer­ 
icana, called the C. Sylvatica, that lives on 
different forest trees, mostly the oak, and 
takes its name from this native home. This 
also sometimes leaves its native trees and at­ 
tacks the apple trees. 'There are a great 
number of varieties of this class of insects 
both in Europe aud America. When the 
moths hatch we may give our readers a de­ 
scription of them, and then we will be the 
better able to make certain of their classifica­ 
tion. 
Get the Machinery Ready. 
The harvesting season will soon be upon ub 
and a plenty cf work to do for all hands. Are 
we ready for the work? Are the reapers, 
headers and thrashers all in repair ? If not, 
now is the time to be at work on them. 
It 
frequently happens that wheD we think all is 
ia repair, and we start the reaper or header, 
that we fiad we have overlooked seme part of 
it that seemed all right when we quit using 
it, the part that was nearly worn out and 
would only do to finish up a job with, 
but not to commence a season’s work 
with. The best way is to take every part of 
every machine apait and examine it thor­ 
oughly and carefully, and if it is not likely 
to go "through the harvest have it repaired 
now, before the harvest commences. If any 
extras are wanted, get them now au 1 see 
that they fit. There is no time to look after 
these things when the teams and hands are 
in the field and the grain is ready to cut. He 
is counted a poor sailor who goes to sea with 
his vessel half rigged or witn but one set of 
old rigging. So he must be counted a poor 
farmer who enteis upon the harvest season 
with hi* machinery but half ready for the 
work. The machine shops are now ready 
and have time to do good jobs, while, after the 
harvest commences and new breakages be­ 
come necessary to be locked after, they will 
bo hurriad and driven and cannot lo so good 
jobs. Let everything be looked after and 
put in order for the busy time of the year— 
the grain harvest. _______ 
Wheat and Barley Hay. 
A considerable hay will no doubt be made 
this year of the wheat and barley that will 
not make good grain, The early wheat in 
many places is too full of weeds and chess to 
allow of paying to cut for wheat, and in such 
cases should be turned into hay. It should 
be remembered that wheat when cut at the 
right time makes the best of hay, but if al­ 
lowed to stand much after the milk begins to 
appear for the formation of the kernel, it de- 
terioiates in quality very rapidly. To make 
good hay all kinds of grain must be cut be­ 
fore the substance leavrs the stem and is con­ 
centrated in the head. 
Then, too, ca:e 
must be taken to cure the straw well or it 
will be of no account. The straw Í3 larger 
and coarser than the straw of any of our 
grasses that are usually cut for hay, and it 
will require a longer time to dry it well, and 
it will require turniner eo as to expose both 
sides to the sun and air. 
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Agricultural Notes. 
A singular exhibition of animal instinct 
occurred during a recent wolf hunt near 
Winchester, Kansas. After a Log chase the 
dogs caught a wolf, and while they were 
worrying with it another wolf came up and 
decoyed them from their prey. The first 
wolf then took to his legs again, and, with 
his deliverer trotliug leisurely along and 
worrying his tired pursuers, made good his 
escape, as also did his companion. 
It may b^well to remember that as each 
female potaTo beetle is capable of laving about 
1.000 eggs (so say entomologists), it is a mat­ 
ter of considerable iminirtance that those 
which have passed the winter in the ground 
and aDoear in the spring should be as nearly 
exterminated as pos ible. 
Farm hands, says the ioira Homestead, are 
in unusual demand this spuing in the West. 
The season onens very late for farm work, 
and much extra help) wiil be required to push 
the work that must be done iu a few weeks. 
Wages for farm hards in Central Iowa start 
out at from SIS to S20 per month. 
The beet sugar company at Franklin, 
Mass., will try the experiment «nother season, 
The property of the old company was sold by 
the ¡Sheriff to the new company for §ti0,ú(*0. 
Contracts are to be made at once for a supply 
of beets, and the probabilities of compílete 
success are thought to be stronger than ever 
before. 
A few Florida farmers who have planted 
arrowroot make as much as §1,000 on an 
acre. 
The Ceylon Olsrrrer says that in tho island 
35.000 acres aie planted iu chinchona and 
10.000 acres in tea. 
The Illinois Agricultural College, at 
Champaign, has now 380 students and a 
newly-elected Regent, Dr. Peabody. 


A necdote o r F orrest.—T he sculptor 
Macdonald is credited with the following 
anecdote of Edwin Forrest, illustrative of 
the dangers attending the casting of stat­ 
ues in bronze, and the coolness of the ex­ 
Bowery l>oy anil eminent tragedian. When 
Clark Mills had completed his prepara­ 
tions for the casting of his equestrian 
statue of Jackson, the much criticised 
statue which stands in Lafayette square, 
opposite the President’s house in Wash­ 
ington, he invited a number of his friends 
to be present, and among them Forrest. 
In those days the casting of colossal 
bronze statues was not so well understood 
in this country as it is nowp»and Mills's 
preparations wore somewhat crude. For­ 
rest was standing near by, looking on 
with folded arms, a silent but deeply in­ 
terested observer. When the fiery metal 
was poured into the mold there was a 
crash like a young earthquake, and metal, 
clay, dirt, and what-not went streaming

Georuo Mivart, Ph. D., F. R. S. New York: 
Charles Scribner’s Sous. Sail Fraucisco: A. L. 
Bancroft A Co. 
Thi3 is a most complete monograph. It is a 
fully illustrated work and one that takes 
place in a broad and deeply interesting field. 
The physiological study of the cat ia one of 
the first ond beat steps to the proper study of 
the animal kingdom. Mivart treats of the 
cat exactly as he would of the high­ 
est form of living organism—man. It is 
a study of biology which is producing mar­ 
velous changes in this progressive age, 
changes so profound and rapid that the 
natural hi-tory of animals and plants 
needs to be rewritten, that is, the field of 
nature should be surveyed from new stand­ 
points. Now tucli history may be written 
either by treating living beings as one whole, 
or by taking one animal or plant as a type, 
to be treated of in detail, other types suc­ 
cessfully more divergent iu structure from the 
first being described afterwards. Hence the 
cat is selected as one cf the mc-st complex of 
iiving creatures in its structure, and of the 
clas3 to which man belongs. 
Man him­ 
self is not chosen for the Btudy, be­ 
cause a fresh description of hull.an anatomy 
is required, and, beside, a satisfactory 
study of animals can only be carried 
on ny their direct examination—the knowl­ 
edge to be obtained from reading being sup­ 
plemented by dissection, and as regards man 
this can only be practiced in medical echools. 
Moreover, the human body is so large that 
its dissection is very laborious, and it is a 
task generally at first uapleasiDg to those 
who have no special reason for undertaking 
it. But this work is intended for persons 
who are interested in zoology, and especially 
in the zoology of beasts, birds, reptiles and 
fishes, and merely for those cor cerned in 
studies proper to the medical profession. 
The problem then, says Mivart, has been 
to select as a typo for examination and 
comparison an animal easily obtained and 
of convenient size; one belonging to man’s 
class and one not so different from him in 
structure but that comparisons between it 
and him (as to limbs and other larger portions 
of its frame) may readily suggest themselves 
to the student. Mivart thus speaks iu con­ 
cluding his introduction : “ Such an animal 
is the common cat. In it we have a conve­ 
nient aud readily accessible object for refer­ 
ence, while the advantages which would 
result from the selection of man as a type 
will almost all be obtained without the dis­ 
advantages of that selection. The study of 
the zoology of the cat, as here treated, will 
also give the earnest student of biology the 
knowledge of anatomy, physiology and kin­ 
dred sciences, which is neceseary to enable 
him to study profitably the whole cla=s of 
animals to which it belongs and to which 
we belong — tbe class of 
mauunaLs.” 
The work upon which he then enters is as 
complete in detail and illustration as any 
work may be expected to be. He treats of 
the cat as a domestic animal, its origin, the 
different breeds, its habits, in what tho scien­ 
tific study of the cat consists, of the cat’s 
general form, the skin and appendages, the 
skeleton of the head and trunk, tho skeleton 
of the limbs, the muscles, the alimentary sys­ 
tem, the organs of circulation, respiration 
and secretion, the neivous system and organa 
cf sense, etc. 
To* Old Tkstamest is tux J ewish Church. By W. 
Robertson Smith, M. A. New York ; D. Appleton 
& Co. 1 vol., 8vo, SI 75. 
It is not onr purpose to enter upon any 
critical analysis of the twelve lectures con­ 
tained in this volume on biblical criticism, for 
they involve too much to be discussed iu the 
limits of this review. We shall content our­ 
selves with making the object of the author 
clear. The lectures had their origin in a tem­ 
porary victory of the opponents of progressive 
biblical science in Scotland, which drew Pro­ 
fessor Smith from his collegiate chair in 
Aberdeen to respond to the invitation of 
several hundred Free Churchmen in Edin­ 
burgh and Glasgow, who deemed it better 
that the Scottish public should have an op­ 
portunity of understanding the position of 
the newer criticism thau that they should 
condemn it unheard. The lectures were de­ 
livered in January, February aud March of 
this year to a large hearing. 
Professor 
Smith says he ha3 endeavored to make 
his exposition essentially popular in the 
legitimate sense of that word—that is, 
to present a continuous argument, resting at 
every point on valid historical evidence, and 
so framed that it can be followed by the ordi­ 
nary English reader who is familiar with the 
Bible and accustomed to consecutive thought. 
He has tried to make all the main 
parts of 
the 
discussion 
independent 
of reference to the Hebrew text. Of 
course it is not possible for any sound 
argument to adopt in every case tlie render­ 
ings of the English version, he adds. In gen­ 
eral lie wishe» it to be understood that, 
while he cites all texts by the English chap­ 
ters and verses he argues from the Hebrew. 
The position he assumes is that biblical 
criticism is not the invention of modern 
scholars, but tho legitimate interpretation of 
historical facts; that the great value of his­ 
torical criticism is that it makes the Old 
Testament more real to op ; that Christianity 
can never separate itself from its historical 
basis on the religion of Israel; that the revela­ 
tion of God in Christ cannot be divorced 
from the earlier revelation on which Christ 
built; that iu all true religion the new rests 
upon the old; that no one to whom 
Christianity is a reality can safely acquiesce 
in an unreal conception of the Old Testa­ 
ment history ; and in an age when all are in­ 
terested in historic.il research, no apolo­ 
getic can prevent thoughtful minds from 
drifting 
away 
from 
faith 
if 
the 
historical 6tudy of the old covenant is con­ 
demned by the Church and left in the hands 
of unbelievers. He recognizes the fact that 
a suspicion has arisen that the Old Tosta- 
mont history cannot bear the te3t applied to 
like other ancient histories, aud holds that 
the history of Israel rightly studied is the 
most real and vivid of all histories, and that 
the proofs of God’s working among His peo­ 
ple of old may still bo made, what they were 
in time past, one of the strongest evidences 
of Christianity.

Breton Folk: An Artistic Tour in Brittany. 
By Henry Blackburn; with illustrations by K. 
Caldecott. Boston : J. It. Osgood A Co. 
‘ 
This little work concerns artistic rambles 
in a land of poetic tradition—a country 
quaint in its people, distinct in its costumes 
and peculiar in all respects. It deals with a 
country blushing full of riches for the art 
student—not in gold and silver gems, hut in 
8tudiesof beauty and quaintness. Blackburn 
and Caldecott, of more than merely observant 
tastes, have caught the beautiful in Brittany 
and transferred it, side by side with the 
quaint, to the pages of this little volume. 
They found the prettioat of the Breton girls; 
the beut ot tho peasantry ; the richest of 
all the picturesque; the fairest of all 
the landscapes; the oddest of all nooks; 
and have made a guide-book out of the col­ 
lection that rises above the ordinary run of 
such works, until they are lost in the depths. 
The illustrations are full of suggestions of 
character, of habit, of costume, of life. It 
is a charming little book. 
“ Lnukis Laras ” is the title of another of 
Appleton’s Handy-volumc Series. It is a 
volume of reminiscences of a Ciiote merchant 
during the Greek war of independence. It 
is by D. Bikelas, and is a very interesting 
narrative and gives a very vivid idea of the 
savagery of war. It is a modern Greek tale, 
first published in the Athenian periodical The 
Ilcstia in 1879, and then attained great and 
deserved popularity, and has had the hearty 
recccnitiou of the most distinguished Greek 
scholars. The w ork has been translated into 
several languages. 
- 
“ The Great Violinists and Pianists ” is the 
title of a new work by George T. Ferris, and 
is one of Appleton’s New Handy-volume 
Series. It does not include sketches of all 
eminent artists worthy to be so classified, but 
gives attention to those universally recognized 
as occupying the most exalted places in the 
arte of violin and piano forte playing. To 
have done more the author must have made 
his work too voluminous or else have con­ 
densed it to mere encyclopedic form. The 
little volume will be found one of the most 
interesting of the series and to be of exceed­ 
ing value for biographic niches in libraries. 
From A. L. Bancroft k Co., San Francis­ 
co, we have Harper Bros.’ (N. V.) edition of 
the “ Memoirs of Prince Mettemich.” Of 
this work we have already spoken at length. 
Of this edition we have not made mention. 
It is very compact, is in two 8vo. volumes, 
and is admirably presented in binding, paper, 
type and style. 
From D. Appleton & Co., New York, we 
have another of that invaluable collection, 
the “ International Scientific Series.” This 
8vo, volume (?1 00) is by Dr. I, Rosenthal, 


and is on the “General Physiology of MuscleB 
and Nerves.” It is illustrated by seventy five 
wood-cnts. It is a connected account, and 
the first of its kind on the subject stated. 
The necessary data for this branch of science 
have been gained only within the last thirty 
years, and even now many of the facts are 
uncertain and have been insufficiently studied. 
“ Under these circumstances it might well be 
asked,” says the doctor, “ if the time has yet 
come for such an account as this. But any 
one who endeavors to gain an idea of this 
branch of knowledge from the existing text­ 
books of physiology,” he replies, “ will prob­ 
ably labor in vain. Moreover, the subject is 
one which has many points of interest, not 
only for the specialist, but also' for the phy­ 
sicist, for the psychologist, and indeed for 
every cultivated man ; and as regards the 
gaps in our knowledge, they are scarcely 
greater than those in any other branch of the 
science of life.” 
“ The Home Garden,” by EHa Kedman 
Church, is a neat G0-cent volume from the 
press of Appleton & Co., and forms one of 
the new and charming series of “ Appleton’s 
Home Books.” It treats of gardens and 
gardening, how to work the ground and 
what to plant; has chapters on roses, bulbs, 
autumn flowers, rockeries and ferns, window 
gardens, house plants, etc., and is in short a 
most concise, useful and practical volume, 
and one that is freely illustrated. 
From Henry N. Copp (Washington, I). C.), 
wo have his latest volume, entitled “ Copp’s 
United States Mineral Lands, Laws, Forms, 
instructions and Decisions.” It appears to 
be a very complete work. It is thoroughly 
indexed, and there isuo apparent waste space 
in it. It contains Dr. Raymond*) glossary, 
gives all the mineral laws, ail the leading de­ 
cisions made concerning them ; the Land 
Office regulations and the rulings of that 
office, and winds up with elaborate forms. 
From T. B. Peterson k Bros., Philadel­ 
phia, we have Adolph Belot’s novel, “ The 
Black Venus, & tale of the Dark Continent” 
It is translated by George D. Cox. From 
the same firm we have a love story, “ The 
Woman in Black,” a novel of English Bociety 
in high and low life. It is a novel of more 
than usual interest, exhibits much power in 
sketching character, and skill iu constructing 
a p l o t . ___________________ 


RELIGIOUS INTELLIGENCE. 
The Rev. Charles H. Stitt, D. D., of the 
Reformed Church of Bayonne, N. J., is 
dead. He was a graduate of Rutgers, and 
entered the ministry in 1S4S. 
A Wc-lah Baptist church of twenty-six 
members has been organized in Patagonia. 
They have sent to Wales for a pastor. 
Baptists now have four churches in South 
America. 
The German Evangelical Synod of North 
America, which represents the State 
Church of Prussia, ha3 25S congregations, 
402 pastore, and 34,000 scholars in Sunday 
schools. 
Ancient Nazareth is now the site of an 
orphanage under the supervision of the 
Education Society of England. It lias 
been opened four years, and there are in it 
now thirty-six girls of ages varying from 4 
to 15. 
The Rev. James W. Dale, D. D., a well- 
known Presbyterian minister, died re­ 
cently at Media, Penn., aged 68. He 
graduated from the University of.PenBsyl- 
vania in 1831, and studied theology in 
Trinceton and Andover seminaries. 
Iu the appeal of the Rev. A. H. Mackon- 
ochie, the House of Lords has affirmed the 
judgment that he was legally suspended 
from his office and benefice. The effect of 
the judgment is that Mr. Mackonoehie is 
suspended for three years. 
One of the English Archbishops recently- 
said in the House of Lords : “ The narrow 
notions of all churches have been their 
ruin. I believe that the Church of Scot­ 
land, though not as perfect as ours, ia as 
true a Protestant Church as the Church of 
Eagland.” 
There are now 59 clergymen canonically- 
connected with the Episcopal Diocese of 
Missouri, and two others Resident aud do­ 
ing clerical duty in i t ; the largest number 
ever known in Missouri. The parishes 
and missions are more nearly tilled than 
ever before. 
The Rev. J. E. Clough, a Baptist mis­ 
sionary in India, in a letter dated February 
18th, at Ramapatau, says : “ Lost Sunday 
over 1,000 came to camp. In the after­ 
noon we baptized 273, on Monday 192, and 
yesterday (Thursday) 177—making 726 
baptized sinc^we left Ongole.” 
The Second Advent Christians are more 
widely spread over the country than any 
other Adventist body. There are two 
publishing associations—one in Boston, the 
center of the churches of the East; the 
other iu Chicago, the headquarters of the 
churches in the West. Tney number in 
all about 50,000. 
The Rev. William Taylor has sent some 
forty missionaries to South America since 
1878. The missionaries both preach and 
teach, aud draw their support from the 
people among whom they labor. The only 
expense involved is their outfit aud passage 
money, which is defrayed by voluntary 
contributions. 
The programme of the May anniversa­ 
ries in London includes some seventy soci­ 
eties, beginning April 15th and closing 
June 29th. 
Among the Chairmen an­ 
nounced are the Lord Mayor, the Earl of 
Shaftesbury, Lord Radstock, the Rev. 
Joseph Cook, the Earl of Aberdeen, the 
Earl of Chichester, Prince Leopold, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, and Earl 
Cairns. 
The Chesapeake Presbytery of the South­ 
ern Presbyterian Church has “ overtured 
the Assembly to appoint a committee to 
confer with a similar committee of the 
Northern Assembly, if appointed by that 
body, as to co-operation by the two As­ 
semblies in the work of foreign missions, 
aud report results of said conference to a 
future Assembly.” 
The Bishop of Angers made a weighty 
argument in the French Cuamber? against 
compelling the clergy to do military duty. 
The proposed rule, he said, was iu opposi­ 
tion to canonical law, and there was an in­ 
compatibility between religious and mili­ 
tary service, as the convention itself 
acknowledged. His speech was, however, 
without avail. 
There are now SS7 churches of the Estab­ 
lished Church in London, a gain of 15 the 
past year and of 110 in the past ten years. 
Of these 887 churches, 43 have daily com­ 
munion, 397 have surpliced choirs, 317 
have free seats, 35 have cucharistie vest­ 
ments (a decrease of 1 since 1875), 11 use 
incense, 04 altar lights, and in 234 the 
“ eastward position” is taken. 
The Congregational church in Dorset, 
Vt,, is referred to as a conservative church. 
Pastor I’ratt has been a minister there for 
25 years. His chorister has started the 
tunes for 30 years. One of his deacons 
has held office for 40 years, and another for 
over 20 years. The Sunday school super­ 
intendent has held his position for 16 years 
and one of the teachers has taught 52 
years. 
A London paper says of Dr. C'uyler, 
who has been preaching iu Newman Hall’s 
church, that “ his voice is clear and 
strong, but the nasal intonation which 
characterizes our American cousins is very 
marked.” As Dr. Be van is going back to 
London after having been in New York a 
few years, the same paper says : “ We shall 
see if he has caught the nasal twang of 
the Americans.” 


P h il a d e lph ia S chools.—The schools 
of Philadelphia are far less efficient than 
they should be, and the trouble is said to 
lie in the absurd fashion in which the 
school government is organized. It is con­ 
ducted by a Board of Education and vari­ 
ous sectional Boards, and this results in 
endless confusion. Superintendent Steel 
has made au urgent appeal to the Board to 
place the schools under one professional 
head, and to enforce one method in them. 
As at present ¿arranged the teachers are 
overburdened with work, some of it use­ 
less ; anti principals have so many things 
to do which should fall to assistants that 
they are unable to properly govern the 
schools. 
“ Prevention is better than cure,” and 
“ a stitch in time will save nine,” are 
maxims which will apply in the guarding 
of the public health.

SOMETHING ABOUT GIRL GRADUATES Of 
HIGH SCHOOLS. 


Valedictories—Hovering on the Verge 
of Marriage—Some Comparisons— 
Saucelito. 


San F rancisco, May 26, 1SS1. 
This time of year always seems given 
over to girls, perhaps because all the 
“ sweet girl graduates” swing into line un­ 
der public notice just about now every­ 
where. There comes the dainty senti­ 
ment of essays and the soft rush of their 
white dresses, the whiff of the graduating 
bouquet, and the girl smile in the very air.

In going about 
am ong t h e boys 
Of this generation, the average boys of from 
fifteen to twenty, I note a certain gracious 
way they have, a courtesy that sits natu­ 
rally upon them, a quick eye and a ready 
hand for a little service, though a lady be 
beyond the young fresh prcttiness of girl­ 
hood. We feel that, we that are getting 
passe, and it is a fine thing to see a boy 
rendering such courtesy, and giving it 
gracefully, as having had much practice. 
Then I go out of an evening, and I see 
young men from twenty to twenty-Beven or 
twenty-eight, and even thirty, and one 
disparages them by the side of the young 
ladies they escort. The latter are so bright 
and pretty, they talk on so charmingly, 
they dres3 so attractively, they are so at 
ease ; and I look at the escort and see such 
a difference. He is not good-looking, he 
can’t talk, he doesn’t seem to know- any­ 
thing to say, he looks just like some other 
fellow—in fact he does not impress 
the observer as being real wholesome. 
At least that’s the way it is here. ; I have 
noticed it so many times. But, taking 
thought of the men over 30, you have 
something to think about. 
They have 
gained presence and they seem so full of 
the world’s battle. They are brisk and 
alive, and carry themselves so well, and it 
is just as if they had had a time with the 
measles w-hen they were going through the 
twenties and came out of the disease with 
clear skin and eyes. A little age has given 
them such a flavor of the man, and they 
are twice the parte they were five years 
before. The girl graduate accepts atten­ 
tion from youDger men, but her heaven of 
a man is 30 and more, and her impressions, 
being fresh and new, are valuable. We 
have just, with much eclat, turned 
from school a large force of young ladies, 
shut the book, erased the figures, closed 
the desk. It was

After repeated attacks upon it, dear to us 
as the apple of our eye, and the deed was 
done in the Grand Opera House to accom­ 
modate the throng of friends. I looked at 
the stage with an anxious eye.

A FEW ART NOTES. 


Italy takes kindly to exhibitions nowa­ 
days. The Turin show having been , suc­ 
cessful, a national exhibition is now opened 
at Milan under royal patronage, and will 
remain open till November. All kinds of 
exhibits will be shown. 
Only 2,500 pictures will be received at 
the Salon this year. There are 9,000 de­ 
manding admittance. Munkacsy has not 
been able to finish his “ Crucifixion” in 
time, and the same aceident has befallen 
Hans Makart of Vienna. 
Hubert Herkomcr exhibits this year 
“ Missing,” an oil-painting of the exterior 
of the dockyard wall at Portsmouth, near 
which stands an anxious crowd asking for 
tidings of the Atalanta, the troop-ship 
which has never been heard from. 
Millais got two sittings from Beacons- 
field before he died. The portrait is said 
to be excellent. It is nearly in profile. 
The report goes that Millais received 3,000 
guineas from the Illustrated London Nenes 
for his “ Cinderella,” now at the exhibition 
of the Royal Academy, for use in the 
Cnristmas supplement. 
Paris will have an archaiological exhibi­ 
tion of unusual interest this summer, being 
articles discovered by a French expedition 
on the site of Utica, the ancient town of 
the Phienicians in northern Africa. The 
remains are Roman, consisting of 700 pieces, 
mostly vases, 300 inscriptions and several 
mosaics. After exhibition in the Palais de 
l’lndustrie they will be deposited in the 
Louvre. 
At the exhibition of Painters-Etchers 
now open in London there are etchings 
sent from America by resident artists of 
New York and Philadelphia. The Stand­ 
ard says : “ Of the strangers it is a pleasure 
to welcome Mr. Swain Gifford, the President 
of the New York Etching Club, who sends 
several unaffected and charming sketches; 
Mr. Henry Farrer, the Secretary of the 
same club, whose etchings are excellent in 
their simple vigor ; Mr. Parish, of Phila­ 
delphia, and Mr. T. Moran.” 
A writer who had devoted some atten­ 
tion to the decorators and artisans of Japan 
says that the worker in metals is, without 
exception, the most artistic, but that all 
Japanese workmen and artists discard ut­ 
terly the happy-go-lucky methoa in their 
work. 
They undergo a thorough train­ 
ing in ancient custom and precedent.

J. Q. A. Ward has finished a sketch in 
clay for the propped statue of Leif, the 
Norseman, the dhcoverer of North Amer­ 
ica, according to Norweigan history. It is 
to stand on the triangie of laud in front of 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts. The 
lively Mr. T. G. Appleton ha3 happily been 
chosen Chairman of the committee ou a 
fund. The sum wanted is $20,000, and that 
now secured $4,500. Leif is to be of bronze, 
helmeted, long-locked, with a shirt of mail, 
and a long, double-handed sword. The at­ 
titude is meant to express surprise and tri­ 
umph. The hight of the figure is to he 
eight feet, and it is to stand in the middle 
of a granite fountain.

exceptionally early hour. Closing time for 
the bank itself (also earlier than usual on 
Saturdays) had come when I saw in my 
mind, as clearly and truly as with my eyes, 
my teh-cram lying unopened on my clerk’s 
desk at i 'urcester—and to-morrow was Sun­ 
day.All I could do was to send off fix tele­ 
grams to six different people, in the bare 
hope that one of them might bring over to 
Redport some respectable citizen of Car­ 
cester before the very last train.

And if you’re the rascal that has 
been up to tin se games, and got it all on 
poor young Adam’s shoulders I’m glad I 
see you here ; I’m glad of it with all my 
heart aud sonl. I’m hanged if I didn’t 
know I was right all along. Adam BrovvD,

C.uid I believe my ears ? 
“ You—Bihn Buller—yon believe me 
guilty of having forged checks, and tried 
to throw th guilt of it upon Adam Brown? 
Think for one least moment of what you 
are saying—” 
“ Think? Thinking’s plain enough, it 
sceirs to me—a mile too plain by the 
Ion eat chalks you can draw. It’s likelier 
auvbody would be a rogue than the orphan 
lad I’d brought up as my own son. I dare 
say, like enough, he was too taken aback 
by suck a charge to say a word. I wonder 
he didn’t double his fist, and knock me 
down. Bat I hojie I’m a just man it I’m 
a bit of a hasty one. I’m not going to be 
hasty with ./o>/. If you can explain what’s 
at best an ugly business, say it out like a 
man.” 
“ If I didn’t respect an old client and an 
old friend—but I can’t forget how you’ve 
been worrying about this business. Ex­ 
plain? I will, though I don’t see how you 
;md I car. ever be friends again. You 
know as well as I do that I never cashed a 
check for you in my life before, or ever 
was at Kedport till the day before yester­ 
d a y -” 
“ A y; so you say.” 


“ So I do say. And you know that I re­ 
ceived that case of checks and bills—what­ 
ever they were, for I never looked at 
them—from your own hands on Saturday 
morning.”

“ Did you ? That’s my check-case, sure 
enough. But suppose you did, what then ! 
Because somethiug comes out of i t ; it 
doesn’t follow it was I who put it in. No, 
no. I never drew that check. You pre­ 
sent it to be cashed, and it purports to bo 
drawn, signed, and indorsed by me. You 
say you received it from me. I say you 
didn’t. And I ought to know; for you 
couldn’t have received a check that never 
was drawn. Justice is justice. Adam 
Btown goes back to my works ; and you’ll 
go to the country’s, whoever you are. I 
don’t know what’s the right way to start a 
prosecution, but that’s easy known.

For if .John Buller, as he 
was quite capable of doing, chose to prose­ 
cute me for forgery—well, I should be 
acquitted, of course, but my character 
would be gone for ever and a day.

But there are very few who 
have not met with the most extraordinary 
cases of monomania in some form, and 
noticed how consistent they are with all 
outward appearance of Eauity. Are there 
very many of us who have not felt Eome 
form of It ourselves in some slight degree? 
But, fortunately, few of 11s live altogether 
alone ; few of us are over-trustful or, 
therefore, half-maddened when deceived ; 
most of us have more, if not much more, 
self-control than was evidently possessed 
by .John Buffer. And yet ho must have 
had a great deal. Only the insane can tell 
the very torture of Eelf-Suppretsion they 
have to undergo when they feel mono­ 
mania slowly broadening into a wider, if 
not deeper, mode of lunacy. For, con­ 
scious of its own state every diseased 
brain must be when the state lint begins. 
And yet—could this be all ? The mad­ 
ness of John Buffer did not account for the 
more than apparent guilt of Adam Brown. 
It was not tiff years afterward—not till 
my poor old friend had left all his troubles 
behind him ; not till I liad long ago given 
up pnzzliug my head about the matter— 
tiiat I one day received a letter bearing an 
Australian pott-mark, and addrc:sed to 
myself in a strange hand. There was 
nothing curious in th a t; but, a3 1 read, the 
story I have been trying to tell came back 
to me as freshly as if it had all happened 
v aterday. For thus the letter ran : 
Sir ; it will doubtless surprise you to receive this 
from me ; f r I cannot suppose that you will re* 
member so much as my name, lint you will remem­ 
ber—I fear onl, too well—a clerk in the service of 
Mr. John Bullir, who was dismissed from ids ser­ 
vice for enihczz cnient. 1 am that mar ; ai.d my 
r ason for calling mys: If to your remembrance is, 
Ih I I have at last found myself able 10 repay the 
sums ihat I abstracted vr-i c'ully, and for which 
only Mr. liuiler’s kindness saved me from b. ing 
Sent to jail, i (1-) not, 111 renver. want him to think 
me always: ucli a hopelessly iinjrrat.iiiland treacher­ 
ous scoundrel as he mu d he thinking me. I cot 
into had ways, knowirci them bad all the time. 1 
wanted more money than 1 could get honestly, and 
I had to pay it. I uecdu'l tell that story ; it'd over 
now, and no harm done- to anybody but me. 
I was tempted, hy what I called to myself need 
and wc:.knes-, to "borrow,” 1 called it then—to 
pt.al, tl.at is to pay some of Hie money I drew 
from Redport Bank. 1 had complete control of 
Ihe «.counts at lied port, and 1 supi ose it was all so 
easy liiat at lir.-t it didn’t so much fee! like -tiaiing, 
and so 1 went on and on. I used to take sometimes 
more than fifty pounds together. I've sunt you a 
statement of all I took, and i hope its correct, for, 
of course, 1 had to muddle up all the accounts. 
You sec, sir, .Mr. Bulier always used to give me a 
fdty pound chuck over and above what 1 asked for, 
meaning, I puppo-e, to keep plenty of ready money 
in tiie works fo.' the week; and I never 
to d him it was more than was wanted, for 
the reasons I’ve written. The only excuse 1 
had Í3 this 1 never knew how much 1 owed 
to Mr. Buller. 1 thought I was nothing more to 
him, add rather less, than any other man. '1 hit’s 
n - r. a-:on 1 »hou!d rot» him, but it makes me a bit 
icssof a thorough blackguard. Ho ought to 1.ave 
hod ine sent to jail. And when he didn't, bnt just 
as much as told 1112 to go and do 110 more wrong, a 
if I'd been his own son—wed, Sir, it o’idgo to the 
belt mi of ail the heart I've got, un i I’d like him 
just to know that ho wasn't foolish in being kind. 
If I ever did another mean or wrong or dishoncs- 
thing, 1 thou d have been the bit gest cur on earth. 
I got achante in Few Zealand, and I should iike 
him to ki. w that Ids words made a man i f me. 
Tnis is a po'-r sort of a letter, hut 1 can't say what 
I feel, and I won't try. Trailing to beer front you 
per return, yours rcb|iectlu ly, ADAM BROWN. 
And that is the not wholly unsatisfac­ 
tory end of a sad story. I suppose that the 
first check must hr.ve been some sort of a 
blunder, aud that au ob inate man’s sup­ 
position that, forgery on somebody rise’s 
part was more profitai lo than a blunder 
on his own, resulted in—what we have 
seen. I intended, wb.cn I sot oat, to point 
a good number of morals, legal aud other­ 
wise. But I will content mysdf with two. 
One is, that juHicc has even queerer ways 
of going to work than law—as when it 
punishes .a man for a fault that hasn’t been 
found out 1 y finding him guilty of one 
that he has never .committed. The other 
to, that trust, even if carried to the pitch 
of insanity, is not by any means so mad a 
thing aa it seems. John Buffer’s oveitrust 
sent him out of his own iniud, but it saved 
another man.—{London Society.

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SOME ACCOUNT OF THE DECEASED 
FRENCH JOURNALIST. 


How an Illegitimate Son Forced Eis 
Father to Recognize Kim— 
A Life Sketch.

P aris, M ay 3, 1SS1. 
Mr. Emile de Girardin died last Wednes­ 
day morning, after a rather short illness of 
two days, and immediately after a favorable 
change had taken place in his condition. 
Although Mr. de Girardin was nearly 
eighty years of age, if not quite that old, 
and it xvas to be expected that he would 
drop off soon, Paris was somewhat startled 
to learn that the voice of the ardent po­ 
lemize was hushed forever. Mr. do Girar­ 
din was a public character, a man belong­ 
ing exclusively to a public life, and en­ 
tirely devoid of those social qualities, of 
certain human sympathies which attract 
men to us and endear us to them, that on 
hearing of his death the world manifested 
some little surprise and curiosity, whereas 
those more intimately acquainted with tlie 
eminent journalist expressed few regrets 
and shed no tears. He gave nothing in 
the way of affection to the world, and in 
consequence received nothing—r.ot that he 
was ot a too reserved nature, but because 
he had nothing to give, for he ha? often 
been heard to remark, and in a somewhat 
boasting manner, that he had never known 
what it was to love, and found much diffi­ 
culty in comprehending this one great pas­ 
sion which has so influenced the world. 
Yet without entertaining for individuals 
certain natural affections, aud without the 
influence of any human tenderness, Mr. 
Emile de Girardin w as 
A DEMOCRAT IN THE TRUE SENSE 
Of the word. Less a Republican than a 
Democrat, yet a Democrat during his 
whole public career and under all circum­ 
stances. To him the form of government 
was of second consideration provided the 
rights of the people were respected and 
their condition improved and ameliorated. 
That which can be said of him is that he 
was above all a journalist—a journalist in 
the extended meaning of the word—not 
only a polemic of the first order, but also a 
powerful mover of ideas. He had not only 
the audacity of the initiative, he possessed 
the temerity as well, for there seemed to 
be in him both the pioneer and the gambler, 
and he was something like the adventurer 
of progress, rashly throwing himself into 
unexplored doctrines and unknown ab­ 
stractions. lie was the creator of the cheap 
press, aud had begun by semi-weekly pub­ 
lication of the Journal des Connaitsqnces 
Utiles at four francs a year; the Journal des 
Instiluleurs Primairesat a franc and a half; 
an “ Atlas Universel” sold at retail at 
one son the map, besides others. In 183G 
lie democratized the daily pres3 hy placing 
the Prense at half the price of the other 
newspapers, aud by forcing the others to 
come down also. 
It was not altogether 
industrial courage, because the other 
newspapers became angry and a duel fol­ 
lowed, in which he had the double misfor­ 
tune of beiDg wounded and killing Carrel. 
He was a man who read little, or rather 
he read only that which he was immedi­ 
ately in want of, and the great works 
of the times were dead letters to 
him, 
u3 
well 
as 
those 
cf 
the 
past. 
He took no interest in celebrated 
persons except on account of their reputa­ 
tion, and in that as elsewhere he mani­ 
fested a taste for the vanquisher acu ac­ 
complished facts. The man of genius did 
not exist for him only in proportion as his 
reputation was sanctioned by public favor, 
and he estimated talent less for the intel­ 
lectual satisfaction which it gives to tli^e 
w ho admire it than for the materia! profits 
which it brings to those who possess it. 
The principal virtue of a Government in 
his eyes was to exist, and he did not look 
to see if the existing Government were a 
monarchy or a republic, and although 
faithful to this principle, lie has more than 
once been 
ACCUSED OF INCONSISTENCY 
By his contemporaries, and never until 
late years have {he Republicans claimed 
him as one of them, for after having been 
exiled by the coup d’etat when ho com­ 
bated the right of the usurper, he did not 
refuse to be made Senator'by the Empire, 
although the war prevented the fact bring 
officially announced. He worked with 
much energy for the plebiscite in 1870, and 
in 1877 he combated th” Seize-Mai, tiic 
attempted coup d’etat of Marechal MacMa- 
hon, with so much ardor, so much valor 
and talent that I’aris forgGt all in the past 
and chose him as its representative. Mr. 
Emile de Girardin was a hero-worshiper in 
every sense of the word, and seemed all 
his life to believe that individuals exer­ 
cised more influence on the times than 
circumstances had been able to govern 
them. It was always to the man he 
looked rather than to ever, is, and ho has 
been known to say, “ For me men 
arc trumps ; I believed Roulier was 
one, and I am going to try and 
make one of Emile Ollivier. In fact, 
during his last thirty years this great in­ 
dividualist has always drowned his noiey 
personality in the flourish of the man of 
the moment; it was thus he was seen suc­ 
cessively the eager partisan of the Presi­ 
dency of the Prince Louis Napoleon, Pion- 
p!onist, OHivierist, Thierist, and at last, 
Gambcttist. This former Philippist ran 
the scale of all public opinions, remaining 
ever faithful to his idea of bring the friend 
of the strongest, seeking the wind like the 
arms of the windmill, and following aP-.r 
his trumps in very different roads. The 
biography of the eminent journalist is to be 
found in "all the encyclopedias of the pres­ 
ent day even of an old date, for the man 
who meets death in the midst of a very ac­ 
tive life began his public career when he 
was a young man. The incident which has 
attracted the most attention is his unfortu­ 
nate duel with Carrel, which was but the 
final of numerous other duels he has fought 
with Kss serious results; aud it is said 
that ho has always experienced much re­ 
gret at having taken the lifo of a 
man whom he highly esteemed. Mr. 
E-nile do Girardin was 
born 
in 
Switzerland according to some accounts, 
while others maintain that Paris is his 
birthplace. The date of hi3 birth is not 
more certain than his native country, hut 
according to his birth certificate he must 
have com - into the world about the 22.1 of 
June, iSOfi, and that his mother was a Miss 
Delamothe, employed in a linen shop. But 
he himself acknowledged that he mustebe 
older, when on the 22d of June, 1847. he 
answered the President of the Chamber of 
Paris, who asked him his age: “ I am 
forty-one to forty-three years old ;” and iu 
fact certain informations have proved him 
to have been born in 1802. It was under 
the name of Emile Driamothe that 1 e en­ 
tered as a clerk in S"me Government em­ 
ploy, where he remained until 1S27, but 
suddenly he 
CLAIMED ANOTHER NAME, 
And it then became known that ho was 
the adulterous son of Mine. Duprey, wife 
of the C'onseillcr at the Royal Court of 
Paris, and of General Count Alexandre de 
Girardin, first huntsman of Louis XVIII. 
and of Charles X. The .General, some ten 
years later, recognized the paternity which 
until then he had kept secret. All the 
world is familiar with the history of Emile 
de Girardin’s going to the General and. 
with a pistol in his hand forcing his father 
to acknowledge him for his son. That 
was the only interview he ever had in his 
life with his father, whom he on his pirt 
would never after rccogmize, and when the 
young journalist had become famous and 
the General with paternal pride extended 
his hand to him, the son turned away and 
never received his advances. He always 
possessed great reverence for his mother’s 


memory, and had in his possession a beau­ 
tiful and celebrated portrait of her painted 
by Greuze, under the name of the Jeune 
filie a la Colombe, aud which he always 
displayed with much pride. He began his 
literary career hy writing “ Emile,” with 
which the world is familiar, a small book 
in which he describes his own sorrows, 
fears and aspirations. Mr. de Girardin 
had married twice; his first wife was 
Delphine Gay, the most remarkable 
woman of btr day. She was a poet 
when herself but aa poem of youth, 
and beauty, aud as a young girl she accom­ 
panied her mother to the different salons 
iu the French eapital where she sang her 
own verses set to music whilst playing the 
harp, the then favorite musical instrument. 
She died the 23 1 of June, 1835, and it was 
the 31st Octoiler, 1S56, at the age cf 50, Mr. 
de Girardin married a young girl of 22, 
Mile. Nina Brunold de TkllVul aca, daugh­ 
ter of the Countess of Tieif inbach, and it is 
said of the Prince Frederic de Nassau, and 
his marriage was brought about by the 
Abbe X 
, who was r.n intimate friend 
of Mr. de Girardin and the coniessor of the 
young lady, wli", with her mother, had 
been, like the Empress Eugenio, wander­ 
ing through Europe in search of a bon parti. 
The Abbe made the eminent journalist be­ 
lieve that the young girl was dying of love 
of him 
THE MARRIAGE, 
However, was not a happy one, and ended 
in separation. The second lime, de Girar­ 
din was a blonde, like the first, very grace­ 
ful and pretty, but was far from possessing 
the intelligence and high Focial qualities ot 
Delphine Gay. Mr. de Girardin had no 
children by his .first wife, but in 1850 a 
daughter M’as born tn him by his second. 
This child, the grand-daughter of Prince 
Napoleon and Princess Clothilde, died of 
croup in 18ti5. The Empress, in spite of 
the danger of the contagion, called 10 see 
the child an hour before its death, aud 
tried herself to make it drink. The yonng 
Prince Imperial had written a letter to the 
young invalid the evening previous to her 
death, aud tho following day the Emperor 
wrote some kind, sympathetic words to 
the bereaved father. 
When, later, the 
young Prince was killed by the Zulus, 
Mr. de Girardin wrote a political article 
in regard to the event, which tras 
generally condemned by those who 
were acquainted with those favors he 
had received from the Imperial family. 
It was a well-known fact that Mr. de Gir­ 
ardin’s second marriage was not a happy 
one. After the death of this little girl, 
which occurred at Biarritz, two other 
daughters were born to him, but for the 
one born at Brighton during the war he 
denied the paternity aud obtained a sepa’- 
ration front his ¡wife. The funeral of Mr. 
de Girardin took place on Saturday, at­ 
tended hy a large crowd; among whom 
were noticed a great number of politician?, 
Ministers, Senators, Deputies, and so on. 
Many of the principal journals were repre­ 
sented. The coffin was completely covered 
with flowers. The procession took the di­ 
rection of the cemetery of Moutmarte, 
where the famiiy vault of Mr. de Girardin 
is situated, and where he wa3 buried by 
the side of his first wife, Delphine Gay. 
AT TH E TOMB 
Five different speeches were made, one by- 
Mr. Spuller in tho name of the group of 
the republican uuion and the Chamber of 
Deputies ; the last was a few words of 
adieu by Mr. Gentv, Deputy, who is to 
succeed Mr. de Girardin as the political 
director of the journal La Franc . In his 
xvill, Mr. de Girardin made his grandson, 
Charles Emile de Girardin, his universa! 
legatee; his son, Alexandre do Girardin, he 
named testamentary executor and usufruc­ 
tuary. Mu.e. Detroyat, his niece by mar­ 
riage, the daughter of Dciphine G.-.y’s 
sister, inherits his rights of authorship; 
this lady’s husband his papers and a part 
of his books. Ha left a few legacies to 
some of his lady friends, and gave a year’s 
wages to all his servants. 
IV.e valet de 
chambre of Mr. de Girardin receives 2,000 
francs. No provision was made for Mine, 
de Girardin and her daughter, and the 
widow of the eminent publicist will receive 
nothing but tho alimentary pension award­ 
ed her by law. It has always been sup­ 
posed that Emile de Girartiin was more 
wealthy than he really was, for instca 1 of 
the 15,000,000 all believed him to be 
wortb, bis entire fortune to-day amounts 
to but 4,000,000 francs.

was materi-diy aided by American scholars.

“ exjiejtaipn that mere than a quarter of 
' “a million 
pies oi the book are to be 
“ sold in this country at the outset, and 
“ there is every reason to believe that this 
“ is o be the better market of the two. 
“ Yet the T glishmen who have managed 
■“ this m ailer have spared no effort to 6e- 
“ ture to themselves the m ark'is of both 
“ countries. 
T h; y have perm itted Ameri- 
“ can scholars to share in the work of re- 
“ vision, and later in the less dignified 
“ work of ‘. reatiDg interest' by mystc- 
“ rious secrecy and thcotheracU of shrewd 
“ publishers; but it has been no part of 
“ their plan to permit any American pub- 
“ lislier to publish the book for the A.ner- 
“ ican market, so long as that could be 
“ avoided.' 
So already there is a pros­ 
pect or a sort i international quarrel over 
th e re . i- i New 1 catament, and altogcth r 
upon the sordid standpoint of profit. 
Of 
course if American publishers had poa- 
sesi-' .i the advantages which their English 
cousins had in this instance, they would 
have acted with much more unselfishness. 
Everybody understands that, aud because 
our publishers are so peculiarly disinter­ 
ested themselves it must shock them dread­ 
fully to be treated in this shabby manner. 
The Post asks: 
“ Has not the manage- 
“ meat of this matter been a trille shrewder 
“ than is becoming?” 
Very probably- it 
has. 
Put since it was in one sense a busi­ 
ness speculation, we do not see how it could 
escape being controlled by the principles 
which always govern business ventures. 
People invested money in it, and they 
looked for the best return that could be 
SJeurcd. 
V. hoover wishes to see things 
dune less shrewdly must have them done 
gratuitously ; 
and that would involve the 
sinking of a large amount of capital by 
sn nebody. 
W e do not see wl at else was 
t ) have been expected in this case than 
th at which has happened, but certainly 
there has never been anything to hinder 
pious millionaires from purchasing the 
whole edition of the revised testament, and 
giving them away. 
That would have been 
anything b u t “ shrewd,” but per! aps it 
would have been “ becoming.” 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION. 


Dr. Felix Oswald is doing good service 
to his generation by the series of articles 
on physical education which he is now 
publishing in the Popular Science Monthly. 
The subject is undoubtedly of the first 
consequence, and it is one which the 
American people have been very slow to 
realize the gravity of. 
Physical education 
has been more neglected in this country 
than in Germany and England, and though 
during the last ten years there have been 
cffcrtr to introduce salutary reforms in this 
connection, it cannot be said that they 
have had much success. 
The first neces­ 
sity is to make the people understand that 
the culture of the body is quite as indis­ 
pensable as the culture of the mind, and 
this not for any particular kind of children, 
but for all human beings. 
Our farmers 
have latterly become quite learned in the 
m atter of cattle breeding, but there are 
very few of them who know how to rear 
their own children so as to produce the 
healthiest and finest specimens of mau and 
womanhood from them. 
They can take a 
calf aud bring it up to m aturity with un­ 
failing skill and judgment, but a human 
body is a mystery to them, and they 
rem it its care to old women and quacks, as 
though it made no difference how it was 
brought up. 
The importance of physical 
education has been recognized feebly of late 
in some of our colleges and higher schools, 
so far as mere ph} 6ical exorcise goes, but 
even in our schools there is no general ten­ 
dency to provide for this branch of instruc­ 
tion. 
We must not boast of our educa­ 
tional system until it at least takes account 
of the body as well as the mind. 
It is not- 
true civilization which ignores the body 
in forming educational schemes. 
It is a vicious resultant from the snp:r- 
stitious and mischievous doctrines which 
Christianity has brought in its train. 
Dr. 
Oswald indeed is of opinion that the ascet­ 
icism which led to the depreciation of phy­ 
sical education is attributable to the theo­ 
ries of Gautama Buddha, who, he says, 
“ took it into his head that terrestiftl ex- 
“ istence itself must be an «¡vil, and con- 
“ ceivcd the unhappy idea of preaching a 
"cn isíd c against the love of earth and the 
“ rights of the human body, as distinct 
“ from a supposed preternatural part of 
“ otir being. 
His success has been, beyond 
“ all compass, the greatest calamity that 
“ ever befell the human race since the days 
“ of the traditional deluge ; not only that 
“ the doctrines of Gautama bore their 
“ fruit in the u tter physical degeneration 
“ of his native country, and the populous 
“ empires of Eastern Asia, but some cen- 
“ turies after, the essential doctrines of 
“ Buddhism, intensified by an admixture 
“ of Gnostic demonism and Hebrew my thol- 
“ ogy, were preached upon the shores of 
“ the M editerranean and invaded the para- 
“ dise of the Aryan nations. 
A mania 
“ of self-torture and miracle-worship broke 
“ out like a mental epidemic, and at the 
“ very time when the infiucr.ee of Grecian 
“ civilization began to wane, the new creed 
“ spread into Italy, and the friends cf sci- 
“ cnce and freedom were confronted with 
“ the fearful danger of an anti natural re- 
“ ligion.” 
T hat no doubt is the explanation of the 
paralyzing effects of which the conse­ 
quences arc before us. 
It is enormously 
difficult to shake ourselves free from the 
numbing 
influence of 
doctrines 
which 
have been handed down for centuries 
among 
our 
ancestors. 
The 
anti­ 
natural theories which, whether derived 
originally from Buddhism or springingnat­ 
urally from Christianity-, have in either 


0330 had nl! the sanct-'on and support of 
dominant religious faiths, have beyond 
a question encouraged the belief that there 
was positive vice in physical culture. 
I is 
true th at th : Teutonic races have never 
wholly succumbed to these preposterous 
them; s. 
Their instincts 
have proved 
stronger than their schooling, in fact, and 
as a result 
they 
have 
succeeded in 
retaining their physical supremacy. 
But 
the rapid increase in the complexity of civ­ 
ilization during the prc-sent century has 
tended to thrust the importance of physi­ 
cal education out of sight, and to-day it is 
neglected to such an extent that the direct 
effects of this neglect arc already visibly 
deteriorating the race. 
The proportion of puny, stunted, in­ 
formed, sapless youths of both sexes to 
be scon now is ocrtamly larger than ever 
before. 
The case of the girls is much 
worse than that of the boys. 
The former 
are deprived oi all wholesome bodily ex­ 
ercise, and as a consequence they grow up 
with round shoulders, narrow chests, thin 
arms, and generally undeveloped. 
As to 
tiiebojs, their precocious tendencies towards 
had cigarettes and worse whisky arc due 
in no : :• 'it degree to the absence of physi­ 
cal exorcise. 
Americans as a rule take far 
too little bodily exercise. 
Driving is not 
bodily exercise at all. 
It is the very 
laziest form of recreation. 
If our young 
men l ad gymnasiums to go to, and if they 
had b-.cn so brought up as to take a natural 
pleasure in the exercise and development 
o: their muscles, they would not only 
have less time but far Icsb 
inclination 
towards those insidious and exhausting 
indulgences which at once damage their 
brains and pockets. 
And what we are saying of the boys 
must be said with equal emphasis of the 
girls. 
T::ese latter arc being physically 
ruined by the extreme stupidity of their 
education. 
It is 
positively pitiful to 
wu ch 
the school girls of the peiiod 
trooping along the streets with bowed 
heads and hunch-backs, limply hanging 
arms, pale and (labby cheeks, lack-luster 
eyes Red generally an.emic aspect. 
The 
poor things have absolutely no physical 
education. 
The only exerciee c>f which 
they know anything is buggy-riding and 
the short walks to aud from school. 
They 
have be< n taught th at using their limbs 
freely, Bhouting and jumping and running, 
are improper. 
(Here again the old poison 
of the anti natural religion is at work.) 
And so they grow up with flaccid muscles, 
abort d organs, rickety s\stem s; and are 
launch-d into life, and thrust upon m ater­ 
nal responsibilities as ill-equipped phys­ 
ically as if it had been deliberately in­ 
tended by parents to wreck their happi- 
nes- and destroy their usefulness. 
W hy is 
it th a t the fashion of low-necked dresses 
has goae out in this country ? It is not 
because we are more modest than our 
neighbors. 
It is because we are more 
scrawny. 
Women never agree to cover up 
their arms and shoulders save when they 
arc too ugly to show. 
Bony scapular anat­ 
omies, pipe-stem arms, are tho inevitable 
on* 
■ V An 
' an system of bring* 
developments de­ 
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mand high-necked dresses and long sleeves. 
W hat we call modesty in dress has been 
developed by physical deterioration. 
The 
old Greeks were not afraid or ashamed of 
nudity, not because they were less refined 
than we are, but because they understood 
the importance of physical culture, and 
because they had raised it to a perfection 
so great th at when we w ant to know what 
real beauty of form is we still have to go 
back to ancient Greece for onr models. 
The Greeks educated the bodies of their 
women as well as those of their men. Had 
they not done so the men must have de­ 
teriorated in spite of their gymnastics. 
And if Americans expect to develop a 
genuine and permanent civilization they 
too must take up this question of physical 
education seriously, and make it a prime 
article of their religion. 
I t is a much 
more im portant subject than any other 
which can engage public attention, for 
upon it depends not alone national survival 
but individual happiness. 
It is oidy 
by cultivating sound minds in sound bodies 
that happiness can be hoped for. 
Aud 
this question also is the key to the most 
vexatious social problems. 
Temperance 
and chastity go hand-in-hand with physi­ 
cal education. 
The sins of great cities are 
to be avoided in no way so surely as 
through the gymnasium. 
Every public 
school ought therefore to include physical 
education in its curriculum. 
Enough time 
fit to bo devoted to this to insure tho 
development of the 
body. 
There 
should be no distinction made on the score 
of Jrex. 
Physical culture is needed even 
more by the girls than by the boys. None 
of these reforms will be accomplished 
without persistent and continued agitatioD 
but every intelligent man and woman can 
help on the change by discussing and ad­ 
vocating it, and thus stim ulating public 
opinion, and preparing it for practical and 
specific propositions.

THE LESSONS OF THE NEW YORK SIT­ 


UATION. 


W hatever else it may do, the political 
quarrels which have led to the present 
condition of affairs in New \o rk must 
tend to convince the people th at the spoils 
system, which is at the bottom of ail 
the trouble, ought to be abolished. 
\V e 
have seen during the past three months 
the most extravagant and almost incredi­ 
ble developments of that syatc-m ever yet 
made. 
Fam iliarity with fierce contests 
over questions of appointment to office has 
unhappily prevented the public generally 
from realizing at all clearly the monstrous 
absurdity and indecency of the whole busi­ 
ness, though had these incidents occurred 
in any other country no doubt our press 
would have been quick enough to perceive 
their true character. 
The whole progress 
of Senatorial work has been brought to a 
"standstill for w eeks; the ratification of 
im portant treaties has been delayed ; the 
appointmcut of judges has been postponed ; 
everything has been made to give way to a 
squabble over subordinate offices ; and 
the end two Senatorial representatives of a 
great State have resigned in dudgeon be 
cause they wore not allowed to keep the 
Government in a deadlock until they had 
a: .cried ilieir right to dictate all tho ap 
pointrnents in their State. 
No question of public policy,no weighty 
measure of statesmanship, has been con­ 
cerned from first to last. 
The whole con­ 
troversy in all its ramifications ha3 arisen 
cut of the spoils system, and it is from 
such \ iciou3 and ignoble causes that an 
excitement has grov.-n which overshadows 
ail other topics of discussion throughout 
thecount:y. 
It would be impossible to 
degrade the .Senatorial office lower than it 
his been brought during the past throe 
m .atlis. 
It would be impossible to ex­ 
hibit the evils <5f the spoils system more 
conspicuously than they have been dis­ 
played during that pcrrod. 
The entire 
difficulty is attributable to th at system 
alone, and the fury with which the quarrel 
has been fought shows how completely the 
supporters of it have lost Eight of all 
higher considerations. 
It is a m atter of 
very little consequence to the people of 
the United States whether this man or 
that fills the offices, but it is a m atter of 
tho greatest consequence to them th at the 
Government should be carried on decor­ 
ously and honestly, and it has been made 
more apparent than ever before by this 
affair that it cannot be so carried on while 
the spoils system is permitted to flourish. 
The superiority of the methods proposed 
under the general head of civil service re­ 
form must make themselves felt the more 
as the glaring evils of the old system a A: 
exposed. 
Under civil service reform Sen­ 
ator Conkling would have had no oppor­ 
tunity or motive for resigning his scat as 
he has done, for the good reason that if he 
held tlrat seat at all he would hold it as 
the free gift of the people, and would not 
have to bolster himself up in it by in­ 
triguing with officeholders. 
Under that 
system President Garfield cculd not have 
removed Collector M erritt, to begin with, 
and therefore there would have been no 
justification for the present bitterness. Mr. 
Conkling, and all other members of the 
Senate, as also all members of the House, 
would under civil service reform owe their 
places to genuine popular approval. 
They 
would be powerless to organize “ machine” 
brigades, and they would lie able to devote 
all their time to fheir public duties. 
As 
they would then be directly responsible to 
tho people no doubt they would he tho 
readier to do their duty. 
H itherto they 
have been irresponsible, and therefore they 
have labored merely to organize the ma­ 
chine, and have bean virtually indifferent 
to popular opinion. 
Any change which will render such epi­ 
sodes as the 
present impossible for all 
lime will be welcomed by the people, and 
there is no change which gives assurance 
of this but the one we have mentioned. 
Keform the civil service, and Congress will 
once more become a dignified body of able 
and patriotic men, concerned only to legis­ 
late righteously for their country, and con­ 
tent to staud or fall by the records they 
make for themselves. 
They will no longer 
be tempted to abuse their opportunities by 
preparing in advance for the next campaign. 
The Government seivice on its side will be 
taken out of machine politics. 
"While its 
members will of course retain every politi­ 
cal right appertaining to citizenship, they 
will not be subservient to Congressmen. 
They will owe their positions, not to politi­ 
cal services, but to merit duly tested and 
approved. 
They will hold during good 
behavior, and therefore will not be afraid 
of being turned out to suit some new com­ 
bination at a moment’s notice. 
They will 
owe nothing to politicians, and therefore 
they will not be mere tools of party lead­ 


ers. 
They will be compelled to give the 
Government all the time for which it pays 
them, and therefore they will not be found 
manipulating caucásea and conventions. 
These are the kind of changes the pub­ 
lic demand, and the signs are clear that 
this demand will increase in force until it 
is obeyed. 
I t is impossible th at such 
grossly scandalous proceedings as W ash­ 
ington has witnessed this year can be con­ 
doned. 
They prove th a t the spoils sys­ 
tem will rot and destroy any party and 
any Government that depends upon it. 
They prove that it will block the wheels of 
public business, and convert the Senate 
into a bear-garden. 
They prove that even 
the Presidential office may be degraded by 
rash handling of the vile machinery. They 
prove that the tendency of the system is 
from bad to worse continually, and that 
nothing but its extirpation can remedy 
the condition of things it has produced. 


THE 
SCRUTIN 
D 3 
LISTE. 


The charge of electoral methods in 
France from what is called the scrutin 
d'arrondisscmcnt to the scrutin (e lisle is 
onewhichinvolvesthe most im portant steps 
in the career of the new republic. 
Under 
the plan called scrutin (Car rondís símenla 
the members of the Chamber of Deputies 
were chosen by districts, each elector vot­ 
ing for a single candidate. 
Under the 
scrutin de liste the departments are the 
electoral units, and each voter will cast his 
ballot for several candidates. 
If our mem 
bers of Congress were chosen on a general 
State ticket instead of by districts, it 
would give us the change proposed in 
France, in fact. 
Now the obvious conse­ 
quence of the adoption of the scrutin tie 
liste must be to fortify w hat we should call 
“ the machine.” 
That is to say that the 
Government or the dominant party, or 
whatever power it is th at controls the ma­ 
chinery of the elections, will acquire a 
great advantage through the new plan 
This must be so because it will tend to in­ 
crease the value of organizition and to 
diminish the significance of opposing ele­ 
ments which are not organized or are 111 
organized. 
In effect it must tend to make 
minority representation almost impossible, 
and because the Republicans in France are 
the most solid and the best organized 
party, it must redound to their advantage. 
In fact tho scrutin de lisle was invented 
for this purpose. 
It was intended to open 
the door to 51. Gambetta, to pave tho way 
for his supremacy. 
He says that France 
needs a stroDg executive. 
The Republi 
cans say tho same, and th at 51. Gambetta 
is the man for the place. 
But M. Gam- 
betta replies that he will not take the 
place unless they will give him the means 
of maintaining himself in it. 
He secs that 
under the old system there has been too 
much fluidity, too little fixity of party. 
The elements of opposition have been un­ 
controllable. 
I t has been impossible to u=e 
the strength of the ostensibly dominant 
party with effect. 
To solidify the elec­ 
toral syetem, to secure the executive of 
the control of the parliament, the scrutin 
dc liite ba3 been introduced. 
There can 
be no doubt th at it will answer its pur­ 
pose. 
It will give M. Gambetta a firm 
grasp of the situation. 
It will give the 
weight of organization and discipline to 
the Republican phalanx. 
It will reduce 
the opposition to a guerrilla mob. 
The 
only question is whether it will not accom­ 
plish too much. 
I t may be perfectly Lruc th at at this 
moment what France 
most needs is a 
strong executive. 
Bat an executive whose 
strength ¡3 too great sometimes ccasc3 to 
be the executive of a republic, and a ma­ 
chinery so powerful as 
to practically 
silence a factious opposition may be used 
hereafter to silence- an opposition not fac­ 
tions but patriotic. 
The danger of cre­ 
ating such a system as the scrutin de liste 
is that it is capable of being abused. Now 
experience teaches th at when a political 
machine is of this nature it is snre, sooner 
or later (and generally sooner) to be so 
abused. 
The temptation to employ it so 
always proves itself too great to bo resisted. 
To-day France has confidence in 51. Gam- 
hetfa. 
Perhaps bIio is justified in that 
sentiment, but after all it must be remem­ 
bered that Gambetta has never yet been in 
a position where he could afford to indulge 
his utm ost ambition, and that as chief 
executive, armed with a “ machino” of 
unprecedented power, 
he may develop 
traits hitherto unsuspected. 
An adroit and unscrupulous executive, 
backed by a dominant faction in the Cham­ 
ber, may in fact control the elections prac­ 
tically through the scrutin dc liste. 
Per­ 
haps it may be argued that for the present, 
and until the last remnants of imperial­ 
ism and legitimism and sansculottism arc 
extinguished, it will be for the best inter­ 
ests of France that the Republicans exer­ 
cise despotic sway. 
Granting all this, 
however, wc must iusist that it w ill be 
difficult to persuade the Republicans into 
relinquishing their hold upon the nation 
after their work has been accomplished, 
and that inasmuch as they have estab­ 
lished an electoral system the very essence 
and soul of which is extinction of opposi­ 
tion, it must be expected that this prin­ 
ciple w ill be carried forward. 
It is plain 
that there can be no freedom of election 
under such a system, which is not demo­ 
cratic or in consonance with the preserva­ 
tion of individual liberty of choice. 
In 
France, however, republicanism is as dis­ 
tinct from any idea of personal freedom as 
it was in Greece and Rome, aud this fact 
is really the moat discouraging one in the 
present condition of th at country. 
The 
question which remains to be determined 
name!}’, after Gambetta, what ?—is not 
affected by the adoption of the ■■rutin dc 
liste. 


THE 
PELLAGRA. 


The April number of the Edinburgh 
Review contains a very interesting article 
upon the disease called the Pellagra, which 
exists among the peasantry of ccrtajn parts 
of Italy. 
The nature of this dreadful 
disease may be gathered from the follow­ 
ing description of i t : “ The earliest sensa- 
“ tionsof the person attacked consist of 
“ an itching, and redness of a somewhat 
“ erysipelatous appearance, in the hands 
“ and feet. 
This is rapidly followed by 
“ the disappearance of all subcutaneous 
“ adipose matter, and the diminution in 
“ volume of the entire body of the patient. 
“ The angular and protruding parts of the 
"person become remarkably prominent. 
“ The 
skin 
becomes 
abnormally thin, 
“ wrinkled, dark yellow, and often blacki.h 
“ in color, and covered with scales to a 
“ greater or less degree. 
The atrophy aud 
“ wasting away of the entire body soon 
“ become visible also in the muscular tis­ 


sues, which are rapidly reduced in vol 
“ ume. 
The pulse becomes continually 
“ more and more 
rapid, thready, and 
“ evanescent. 
The tem perature declines, 
“ the nails grow into the flesh, all the 
“ movements of the body are slow and 
“ languid; the sensibility is notably di- 
“ minished, sometimes to such a degree as 
“ to allow of the introduction of a needle 
“ w ithout its being perceived by the pa- 
“ tient. 
Finally the patient, dried up, 
“ hard to the touch, 
inert, apathetic, 
“ motionless, 
insentient, 
with 
sunken 
“ eyes and deadened look, becomes a mere 
“ mummy 
unconsciously 
awartiug the 
“ opening of his grave.” 
Sometimes this dreadful disease is rapid, 
sometimes it is slow. 
But in either case 
it is fatal, and it has become so widespread 
th at society is disturbed in all its arrange­ 
ments, the raco is degenerating, and it is 
evident that unless remedies are applied 
soon large districts in Italy will be depop­ 
ulated, and revert to wilderness. 
The 
Italian physicians have long been endeav­ 
oring to explain the pellagra. Some attrib­ 
ute it to the excessive use of maize for 
food. 
As, however, it occurs in regions 
where maize s not used at all, this theory 
is clearly not the right one. 
But if the 
statements in the Edinburgh are correct, 
it is not necessary to go into climatic and 
other considerations, for it is plain enongh 
that the pellagra is the direct result of 
such systematic defiance of hygienic laws 
as might well bring any plague upon mor­ 
tals. 
The people who are subject to the 
disease are probably the most wretched 
peasants on the face of the earth. 'T hey 
earn about 30 cents a day. 
They work 
fourteen to sixteen hours a day. 
Their 
labor is excessively fatiguing. 
Their food 
is miserable, unwholesome, inadequate be­ 
yond conception. 
Tl.ey have no wine or 
other stimulants. 
They inhabit abodes 
whose filth and footer shock every sense. 
They are in tru th below the wild beasts in 
their mode of. life. 
The Southern slaves 
were lapped in luxury when compared with 
these Italian peasants. 
They are in fact 
the predestined victims of disease, and the 
wasting horror called pellagra is quite such 
a disease as their dreadful life would seen; 
to invite. 
The pellagra proceeds from starvation, 
filth, excessive work. 
Its victims are 
worn out by constant heavy labor under a 
fierce sun all day. ’ They retire at night to 
malarious huts filled with pestilential ex­ 
halations. 
They recruit their exhausted 
energies by eating sloppy vegetable masses, 
or putrefying, half-baked maize bread, so 
sonr and revolting that the very pigs reject 
it. 
This is washed down by draughts of 
swamp 
water, and 
then fellows sleep 
upon foul straw. 
It is not to be wondered 
at that pellagra finds its way into such 
habitations, but what is to be thought of 
the Government th at permits such horrors 
to exist in its midst. 
These miserable 
peasants cannot help themselves. 
They 
are altogether besotted and 
embruted 
by their condition. 
Such lives as they 
lead would extinguish the intellect of a 
Newton. 
They cannot think, or feel, or 
raise themselves in any way, and as a con­ 
sequence their condition grows worse con­ 
tinually. 
They arc not drunkards. 
They 
cannot afford to drink. 
They are too 
poor to 
be 
vicious. 
They 
are 
only’ 
brutes, 
and 
yet 
they 
arc 
Italians. 
The Government 
ought not 
to waste 
further 
time 
in 
inquiry 
whence 
the pellagra comes. 
There is only too 
much cause for its presence. 
It _is the 
hideou3 disease engendered by a hideous 
and brutalizing mode of life, and it is the 
first duty of the Government to lift its peo­ 
ple out of th at terrible condition. 
The 
fact that the dwellers in cities never have 
pellagra; that the well nourished and weil 
to-do never have i t ; that even the peas­ 
antry who are in a position to procure 
wine or brandy never have i t ; shows that 
it is a disease of bad nutrition, and that 
the simple and certain cure for it is to feed 
the people sufficiently. 
If this is not done 
it is evident that the pellagra will in no 
long time settle the question for itself by’ 
putting an end to all th at portion of the 
Italian people who live in the manner de­ 
scribed. 
N ature will not tolerate sys­ 
tematic violations of her laws, and no 
m atter who is responsible for these viola­ 
tions, she visits the penalty upon those 
who break herwrdinances.

The latter has inserted several letters and 
telegrams from dismissed employes in his 
statem ent to the President, and he de­ 
mands an investigation, which has already 
been ordered.

inquiry further illustrations of the tend­ 
ency of the spoils system, and that it will 
show how naturally that system adapts 
itself to the erection of personal over pub­ 
lic interests.

Prince Bisntarck 
is pursuing a very 
dangerous game just now, in his experi­ 
ments in paternal government.

He is thus rapidly converting the State 
into a paternal government of the most 
pronounced aud complicated kind, and in 
a short time it will become a question what 
is left for private capital and enterprise to 
undertake. 
Tlius he has introduced a 
government insurance system, by which 
every workingman is compelled to insure 
his life. This of course has eat the ground 
from under the private insurance com­ 
panies. 
Thus all the railroads are to be 
purchased and run by the Government. 
Thus it is to take a monopoly of tobacco. 
Then comes the Government and proposes 
to abolish ail private schools, and under­ 
take public education entirely. 
Then it 
is proposed that the General Govern­ 
ment

relieve 
the 
municipali­ 
ties of the care of the poor. 
A t the same 
time protective measures of the most 
stringent character embarrass commerce, 
and the Chancellor evidently desires to 
take charge of this too if he can. 
His 
passion for interference is in fact extending 
so far that it is evident it must before loDg 
encounter some serious check. 
He is 
changing the form of the Government, de­ 
stroying every vestige of independence in 
the people, teaching them to lean more 
heavily upon the State; and at the same 
time he thinks he is developing the mili­ 
tary spirit. 
This is a fatal mistake. 
A 
generation of paternalism will emasculate 
Germany, and UDdo all the results of Bis­ 
marck’s life. 
He is proceeding in the 
wrong direction, and in his alarm 
at 
Socialism he is paving the way for the 
collapse not only of the Empire but of the 
national spirit.

UNFREQUENTED 
PARIS. 


Like all the out-of-the-way parts of 
Paris, Quartier dc3 Epioettes is lighted by 
oil lamps, slung on wires across the street, 
or hanging at the desolate corners from a 
sort of wooden gallow3. 
The back streets 
of this quarter (chiefly composed of low 
stone huts with fiat red tile roofs) have a 
great resemblance to the old streets and 
ranea of the southern French towns—a re- 
semlffange which is not a little strength­ 
ened by the unsavory odors which prevail 
in this unfortunate district, which has ac­ 
quired the worst reputation for villainy of 
any in Paris. 
Nor is this to be wondered 
at. 
The endless labyrinths of small pas­ 
sages, the rambling houses with half a 
dozen entrances, and the numerous court3 
or “ cites” which abound on all sides, make 
it a splendid piaeo to bide in, or to 
escape from if pursued. 
These “ cites” 
■are many of them of ancient construc­ 
tion, ami certainly refi :ct no credit on 
the persone who suffered them to be built. 
The space between w hat must by courtesy 
be called tho ! .uses, although they are far 
more like eatiie-stalls, rarely exceeds four 
feet. 
No provision of any sort u hatever 
exists frr drainage, and here on either side 
of the footway some of the most abandoned 
ruffians of Paris may be seen in the day­ 
time taking their ease m their chosen 
abode—which they mostly do in sunshiny 
weather by lying on their backs cn the 
Hoors of their dens with their feet project­ 
ing through the doors—forming an aviyiue 
of boots which might be monotonous to the 
eye of a spectator but for the interposition 
of a bare foot or two. 
As a rule they seem 
to be left completely to their own devices, 
the police contenting themselves w ith mak­ 
ing a raid in force from time to time, on 
which occasion the Sergents de Ville pay 
dearly for such victories as they may win. 
In a recent attack on the Cite Villa ties 
Fleurs, the members of that body which 
Victor Hugo abhors barely escaped with 
their lives. -[Saturday Review.

LAWSUIT 
EXTRAORDINARY.

While Mr. Sc-ward was a member of tho 
New York bar in activo practice iu 1848, 
the Postmaster of Syracuse refused to de­ 
liver a newspaper to a 5Iiss Felton, to 
whom it was addressed, without tho pay­ 
ment of a letter postage, the sender hav­ 
ing placed npon it tho initial letter of 
his name. 
51iss Felton thereupon sued 
the Postmaster 
for 
the 
value of the 
paper, and the case vas tried before a 
.1 ustice of the Peace, who held postal in­ 
structions illegal, and consequently gave 
six cents damages and costs of two dol­ 
lars and eighty nine cents for the plain­ 
tiff. 
The case was carried by tho Post­ 
master to the Court of Common Pleas, 
which affirmed the judgment, with addi­ 
tional costs of $32 95. 
From there it was 
carried to the SupremcTJourt of the State, 
which added $37 65 to the judgment be­ 
fore rendered, and the Postmaster then 
appealed the ease to the Court of Appeals, 
where the judgment was affirmed, and the ' 
adlitional 
sum 
of 
875 64, making- 
$136 90 in 
all. 
Not 
satisfied 
with 
this 
measure 
of 
justice 
in 
the 
State Courts, the Postmaster went with 
the case to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, where it was elaborately 
argued by Mr. Seward, and decided in a 
very labored opinion of the Court, affirm­ 
ing the finding of the other Courts, and 
rendering judgment accordingly, but with 
what costs the record docs not show. 
The 
case as decided by the Court of Appeals iu 
New York is reported in the fiist Corn- 
stock, 537, and as decided by the Supreme 
Court of the United States, in the twelfth 
Howard, 284, in which volume it occupies 
nine pages.

One is some- 
tim ec at a loss as to w hat to provide in the 
way of drink when iee-w ater cannot be 
given and the warmish w ater is Dauseating. !

T here are m any cor.il. .ing theories in 
regard to th e proper way to wash flannels, 
bu t I am convinced from careful observa­ 
tio n th a t the tru e way is to wash them in 
w ater in which you can comfortably bear 
y o u r hand. 
M ake suds before putting the 
flannels in ; do not rub,soap on them ; do 
n o t leave them soaking iu the tub, but rub 
o u t one piece a t a time. 
W ash in two 
suds if much soiled, then rinse thoroughly 
in clean weak suds, w ring and bang u p ; 
b u t do not take the flannels out of warm 
w ater and hang out iu a freezing air, as 
th a t certainly tends to shrink them. 
I t is 
b e tte r to dry them in th e house unless the 
su n shines. 
Iu washing worsted goods and 
boys’ woolen clothing pursue- th e same 
course, only do not w ring them , but bavg 
them up and let them drain ; ti.is prevents 
w rinkles which it is alm ost impossible to 
1 ‘ .'ess out. 
They should be ironed while 
dam p, w ith as hot au iron as you can use 
w ith o u t scorching the goods.

In these days of neuralgia and sudden 
colds it is sensible to have some m eans of 
relief close a t hand. 
M ake tw o or three 
little bags of cotton cloth and litl them 
w ith hops. 
Then when you need them 
h eat ju st as hot as possible, even to the ex­ 
te n t of brow ning the cloth, an ; apply to 
the aching member. 
People v.’no cannot 
endure the odor of the old-tim e rem edy of 
hops and vinegar do uot object to th at of 


soned as before. 
U se up the veal thus ; 
over th e last layer of veal p ut a layer ot 
glices of salt pork, and over th e w hole» 
layer of potatoes. 
Pour in w ater u n til it 
rises an inch over the whole ; cover it close, 
heat it fifteen m inutes, and sim m er it an 
hour. 
L emon J elly C a ke.- A delicious lemon 
jelly cake which will keep well, aud which 
is in fact better after having been k ept for 
a week, is an easily obtained luxury. 
Take tw o cups of sugar, hall-a cup of b u t­ 
ter one cup of m ilk, three eggs, tw o ana 
one-half teaspoonfuls of baking powder, and 
three cups of flour. 
This m akes five lay­ 
ers. 
For the jelly use th e grated rind of 
two large lemons aud the juice also, one 
cup of sugar, one egg, half a cup of w ater, 
one teaspBonful of butter, one tablespoon- 
ful of flour m ixed w ith a little w ater ; boil 
u ntil it thickens aud then place betw een 
th e layers of cake. 
P re s e rv e d O ra x u k s —Take any num ­ 
ber of oranges, w ith rath er more th an their 
w eight in w hite sugaiy 
Slightly grate the 
oraage3, aud score them round and round 
w ith a knife, b u t no t cu t very deep. 
P u t 
them in cold w ater for three days, chang 
ing 
th e w ater 
tw o or three tim es a 
day'. 
Tio them up in a cloth, boil them 
until they are soft enough for the head 
a pin to p enetrate th e skin. 
V. hile they 
are boiling piace th e sugar on th e fire, w i:a 
rath er more th an naif a pint of w ater to 
each pound ; let it boil for a m inute or two, 
then strain it through muslin. 
P u t the 
oranges into the syrup till it jellies and is 
of a yellow color. 
T ry the syrup by' p u t­ 
ting some to cool. 
I t m ust not bs too stiff. 
T he syrup need not cover th e oranges, b ut 
they nm st be turned, so th a t each p art gets 
thoroughly doae.

A com m unication to the French Acade­ 
my of Sciences, by M. C. Robins, shows 
that there are well-marked sexual differ­ 
ences in eels. 
Cases of tetanus and trismus are said to 
have been successfully treated by Dr. 
Sporer, who merely applied to the nape of 
the neck and along the spine of the pa 
tienta large pieces of flannel dipped in hot 
water of a temperature j ust bearable to the 
hand. 
In the latest work of Frank P.uckland, 
finished just two days before bis death, 
and published by the Society for the Pro­ 
motion of Christian Knowledge, there are 
certain new arguments against the doctrine 
of evolution, but the doctrine is, notwith­ 
standing, likely to survive them. 
Rosetti has found that the temperature 
of the positive carbon of the electric arc is 
between 2,400' and 3,900° centigrade, and 
that of the negative carbon between 2,000° 
and 3,900°, making, therefore, the tem­ 
peratures of the extreme points of the 
electrodes not below 2,500° and 3,900°. 
A system of lighting railroad cars with 
gas has been tried on the Baltic Railway. 
The gas is made on the cars by the action 
of sulphuric acid and zinc, the resulting 
hydrogen being carbureted by being passed 
through naphtha vapor. 
It is said that 
this gas has very little odor, that its flame 
is bright, white, and constant, and that it 
is cheaper and give3 better results than 
stearine candles. 
In a brief review of a paper on the sanitol- 
ogy of odors, delivered in New York a short 
time ago by Dr. J. S. Linsley, the Scientific 
American wisely remarks that,in view of the 
uncertainties touching the occurrence and 
action of ozone in the air, it may he pru­ 
dent to wait awhile before admitting ozone 
to he quite so powerful a factor of indi­ 
vidual or national genius, health cr social 
development as Dr. Linsley and others 
would have us believe. 
A scientist iu the Ma.j/asine o f Phar­ 
macy asserts that the usual physico-chemi­ 
cal methods for determining the potable 
nature of water have proved themselves to 
be quite insufficient, and he says that 
“ recourse must be had to the microscope 
and to the culture-glassea used by physi­ 
ologists in their inoculation experiments 
before any really sound and valuable 
knowledge can be gained by the examina­ 
tion of waters ” as to their purity or im­ 
purity. 
# 
Dr. Ricoux, to whom the French Acad­ 
emy of Sciences has lately awarded the 
Moutyon prize for statistics, has main­ 
tained that while in Algeria, Spaniards, 
Italians, Maltese and French from the 
southern provinces can be acclimatized 
there, people from the north of Europe, 
such as the Germans, cannot. 
This re­ 
sult, if well established, may have a very 
important bearing upon the colonization of 
Africa in the near future. 
As in Europe, 
the number of boys horn in Africa is 
greater than the number of girls.

Fowls cannot get along well on grain 
food alon-', and must in both winter and 
summer—the latter especially—be supplied 
with green, succulent food, or they will 
ere long become diseased and 
sickly, 
when 
the 
matter of 
profit will be 
very 
problematic indeed. 
Many times 
have we seen persons pay a snug little 
sum for a flock of tine fowls, put them 
into neat houses aud yards, give them 
plenty of corn, wheat, oats, etc., water­ 
ing them regularly, but never allowing 
them a bite of green grass or other green 
fool. 
The place must be small indeed 
which cannot afford grass enough for a 
flock of fowls. If sods canuot be obtained, 
cut a hunch of fine young grass early every 
morning for them, and they will show you 
how badly they need it by eating it up with 
evident relish. 
The labor necessary to 
supply them with this is not very great, 
and should be a pleasure rather than a 
task ; while the benefits which the fowls 
derive therefrom arc very great indeed. 
If yoa do not cara to give your fowls 
their gregn fool in the shape of grass, 
supply them with a head of cabbage each 
day. 
Tie it up by tho roots to some con­ 
venient place and the fowls will soon pick 
every piece off clean. 
This is also the way 
of supplying them with their green water 
food. 
Even if you have to buy the cab­ 
bage, it is not very expensive, for yoa can 
buy the soft heads—which sell at a very 
low prico compared with the hard, solid 
and marketable ones—at a nominal price.

T he S itu a tio n u t A lb a n y . 
Ai.r.ant, M ay 27th.—The Conklingites are 
■till fighting strenuously for a caucus, and de­ 
clare emphatically that the fate of the party 
in this State rests on such action. 
To go into 
an election for Senators w ithout first holding 
a caucus, they say, reduces the party to a 
mob, with no head or tail, and no organiza­ 
tion. 
I t will break it up hopelessly, and ne­ 
cessitate a reorganization. 
Their argument 
is th at the lie publican party of this State 
owes all it is to the machinery in existence, 
and to break it is to turn the State over to 
th e Democracy for many years to_come._ 
The usual recess till Slonday night will be 
taken by the Legislature, and the C’onkling- 
ites hope in the interval to effect what they 
have in view by getting the requisite number 
of signatures to the calL 
Owing to absence 
by sickness of Carpenter, of Dutchess county, 
there are only 105 Republican legislators. 
These are said to be divided, 47 for Conkling 
and 47 againBt him, leaving 11 doubtful. 
A 
m ajority of 105 is 53, and the Conklingites 
need six more to make that m ajority. 
I t is 
said they will get those and call a caucus for 
M onday night. 
If the Avlministrationists 
■will not go into caucus they will have to take 
tha responsibility of turning against the party 
of the State, and the Conklingites will have 
to devote themselves to break the deadlock. 
How this is to be done is too soon now to in­ 
dicate. The usual resolution for a recess until 
Monday evening was offered in the Assembly, 
• but on a request of Speaker Sharpe was laid 
aside, as he said there ought to he some con­ 
sultation before action. 
A t 11:30 the resolution was called up again. 
Raines suggested that it would be better to 
adjourn to Tuesday morning. 
The Speaker 
said th at would require a concurrent resolu­ 
tion, and the Senate had already objected to 
such a resolution. 
The resolution to adjourn 
to Monday was adopted. 
I t is understood 
th a t the IiouBe will then meet and immedi­ 
ately adjourn to the next morning. 
Several 
petitions were presented in the Senate from 
various towns and counties against the re­ 
election of Conkling and P latt. 
M ills pie 
sented a petition from citizens of Oneida 
county, asking for the re-election of the ex­ 
S enators; also, calling upon the Legislature 
to sustain the Administration. 
P roposed Way D al o f Hie W oods. 
A i.b a s t, M ay 27th.—The proposition or 
plan urged by many in relation to a postpone­ 
m ent of the Senatorial election is substantial­ 
ly as follows : 
T hat the present Legislature, 
being two-thirds 
Republican, 
must elect 
Senators some tim e; hut the election can be 
had at the Bpecial session néxt winter, alter 
the present bitter feelings shall cool ; th at 
both wings of the party say they are willing 
to obey the majority opinion of the Republi­ 
can party in New York. L et the Legislature 
take a recess till next December. 
Between 
now ar.d then the Republicans of every coun­ 
ty will meet in Convention and nominate 
candidates for the Legislature and local 
officers ; th at these Conventions can by reso­ 
lutions express their wishes and sentiments 
as to the choice of Senators, and thus the 
Legislature at the adj. urned session will have 
the distinctive will of the party to guide it. 
This plan would make sure of two Republi­ 
can Senators by the present Legislature, and 
Republican Senators who know much of 
party affairs in New York think it will be 
adopted as the best way out of the trouble. 
T h e C anons O u tlo o k . 
A lp a n t, M ay 27th. — The latest count 
shows that the Conklingites have 55 out of 
the 105 legislators. 
This gives them the 
right to call a caucus, or would if they had 
55 signatures to the call, which they have 
not. 
They can count several birds in a bush, 
as do their opponents. 
Conkling and A r­ 
thur go to New Y ork to-day, and the stal­ 
w arts claim everything to be settled by Mon­ 
day and are happy. 
The Administration 
men are by no means despondent. 
T h e D em o crats nn tl th e S en u to rslilp . 
A lp.ANT, May 27th.—A caucus of Demo­ 
crats is called for Monday evening. 
The 
general opinion among them is that new 
names will be piesented, and Seymour, Rob­ 
inson and Tilden are out of the question. 
Clarkson N . Potter will probably be one of 
the candidates. 
Possibly the expected ar­ 
rival of Speaker Randall will have consider­ 
able influence, both upon the «-lection of 
candidates and also upon the conduct of the 
Democratic campaign.
